Mr. Graham
S'iid that l,e understood the state pub-
lic ilnmain commission intends to with-
draw a large quantity of tho worthless
iHtnls from sale, and will whenever

furnish prospective buyers
With all the information at hand as to
the land they ptirj ose to purchase.
